Inspector Piervy returned from Red Deer, 
where he was attending the inquest on the mur- 
derer Mivklson, 0n Thuraday’s train. The fol- 
lowing account of the shooting of Mickleon is 
as he gathered from the evidence given at the 
inquest. Micklson was first seen about 4 tniles 
north of Red Deer by Mrs. Wm. Stent, who 
recognized him from the description, and in- 
formed her Husband, Win. Stent, Stent took 
a shot gun and followed him, ordering him to 
halt, which he refused to do, Stent called on 
his brother arid Edward Plumb. The latter 
came on horseback, touk Stent’s gun and rode 
up near the man and oidered him to throw u 
his hands. Mickleon offered Plumb $10 an 
then $100 if he would let him go. When Plumb 
refused he drew a revolver and fired at him. 
By this time the news had spread that the mur. 
derer was discovered, and Geo, Bell, Wm, Bell 
R. Armstrong, Fred Ray, John Jones, and 
several others gave chase. Mickl8on fired sever- 

_al shots at his pursuers, and was fired at by 
Geo. Bell, Wm. Bell, Wm. Stent, Edward 
Plumb and Fred Ray. He continued running, 
and when about one and a-half miles from Red 

r, ran into an open tield, where he was shot 
dead. The fatal shot is suppoted to have been 
fired by Wm. Bell, Besides the fatal bullet 
wound, a charge of shot had atruck him in the 
back, but had not penetrated deeply. No slung 
shot was found on him, as reported, and his 
knife was only a common jack knife. He had 
a revolver and a few cartridges, and the money 
su d to have been taken from Skaalent in a 
tobacco bag. The postmortem showed that on 
his way down from Edmonton he had been sub- 
sisting chiefly on wheat. He had several 
kets full of wheat, when he was killed. 

n one of his pockets also was a slip of paper 
with a scripture text written on it. At Mac- 
donnell’s store and in conversation with Plumb 
he spoke good English, while on the train 
he pretended to be unable to speak English. 
He was buried in the field in which he was 
killed, on the farm of F. E. Wilkins, M. L, A. 
Three hundred dollars of the money fonttd on 
him is held,to be claimed by the son of Skaalent, 
as that is the amount he said his father had. 

The balance was used to pay for the buria! of 
Micklson. Over $100 of the money was in 
gold.
